And whereas it is expedient that the said Act should be amended, 
for the purpose of enabling His Majesty to employ a greater number of 
the Militia of Great Britain in Ireland, and of the Militia of Ireland in 
England, at one time, than are allowed by the said Act ;

or their Chief Secretary, directed by the Commanding Officer of any 
Regiment, Battalion or Corps, of the said Militia Forces of Great Britain 
or Ireland, to propose to such Regiment, Battalion or Corps, or any 
part or parts thereof, so to extend their Services, under such Rules and 
Regulations, and upon such Allowances as His Majesty may think fit to 
appoint; anything in the said recited Act to the contrary notwith- 
standing.
